This conflict is of far-reaching 
Importance. At the bottom of it 
evidently Ties the irreconcilable 
‘ifterenge between the Japanese and 
Chinese policies in regard to the

‘Manchuria Railway, but ax links of 
prospective trunklines, operated un- 
tier purely Chinese ownership. and 
control, seeking their own outlets, 
to the’ sea and competing, in de- 
fiance of treaty restrictions, with 
the SMR. Being handicapped at 
present by’ the lack of an adequate 
harbour, by the insufficiency of 
rolling" stock, organization and 
capital: they are, and will be for 
some time to come, unable to realize 
their ambitions, but their far-sight- 
ed plan is obvious enough. ‘There- 
fore clashes detween these two con- 
Aicting interests are bound to occur 
‘and recur until somehow a funda- 
mental solution. is. brought about. 
‘The present controversy is merely 
‘an illustration of this deep seated 
dualism and is easily understood if 
the above general facts are kept 
in mind, 
‘The Japancse wish to make the

He is indeed 
a super-Hanlin as we shall. show 
later. He is the father of the Bank 
of Communications and of a score 
of other ambitious financial under- 
takings ard, while his personal 
fortune is undoubtedly exagzerated, 
he has enjoyed a popular reputa 
tion for nearly twenty years very 
similar to that whieh Hugo Stinnes 





























enjoyed in Germany during his 
short but brilliant financial career. 
Liang Shiheyi hay a charming 


manner and a magnetic personality. 
Like every other Hanlin with whom 
the writer has had the distinction 
of conversing in his (the writer's) 
atrocious Chinese, Mr, Liang has 
that confidence of supreme scholar- 
ship which enables hin to talk in 
‘the polite but simple language of 
‘the Mandarin phrase book, adorn 
ing his language with no quotations 
from the Classies and resorting to 
no pedantry in phraseology for 
effect, 

All of these accomplishments ind 
‘qualities naturally make a deeper 
impression upon the Chinese than 
upon the foreigner, but it happens 
nevortheless that, ‘whenever Linnie 
Shih-yi emerges from a period of 
retirement, he rises without oppost- 
tion to a position immediately next 
to but not at the top and then, 
after a very brief term of brilliant 
achievement, promising still greater 
things in the Tmmedinte future, 
sinks into oblivion again even more 
rapidly than he rose—sometimes, at 
Teast, dragging down with him the 
régime with which he was associat 
ed. Of this the local Chinese 
potentates seem suddenly to have 
been reminded, sineo Mr. Liane 
went to Tientsin some days ago, 
supposedly representing all the 
financial power ‘of the Banks of 
China and Communications, to tell 
a bankers’ conference how much 
they ought. to subseribe to a Feng 
tien war loan, and returned 
comfited by an’attitude of obstinate 

ism, Since then a fickle local 
dom his been resurrecting 
old traditions of “Chinotung” failure 
and passing them to and fro for 
inspection to, such rood effect that 
Liang Shih-yi's is already deseribed 
as a waning star and his appear 
nee cited as an omen of ill fortune. 


The Old Buddha's Prejudice 


It is remembered, for instance, 
how the Empress Dowager once 
took a violent prejudice against him 
when his earcer as a high official 
seemed to be all but made. This 
was in the days after the Boxer 
affair when the newly restored 
Court was making an heroie effort 
to recover lost ground, when the 
advice of the famous’ Hu-Kuane, 
Viceroy, Chang Chih-tung, who had 
held the Yangtze neutral in opposi- 
tion to Imperial orders during the 
orgy in the North, was being most 
‘thoughtfully considered and usual- 
ly accepted and when exceptionally 
eapable men for special tasks of re- 
construction were being everywhere 
sought. Chang Chih-tung suggest- 
‘ed a special examination of Hanlin 
graduates previously passed as a 
‘means of skinming off the eréme de 
la créme. The advice was takei 
‘the examination held and the name: 
of the remarkably highly qualified 
were handed to the 

state occasion. According to Court 
tradition the name of Liane Shih-yi

We all know that 
erudite and opinionate Chinese form 
the strongest possible impressions 
off-hand on the strength of 
physiognomy, hand writing and t: 
euphony of & name, or the tack of 
ft, and almost any first impression 
may have turned the irascible old 
Dowager against the promising 
young scholar; but a bare diction- 
ary rendering of his name “Si 
yi” which is easiest translated 
“Scholar-Deceptive, 
the readiest clue to a sudden im- 
perial aversion. 

































‘The Return to Favour 


Whatever his disqualification at 
Court, Mr. Tang Shao-yi_ stood by 
his refugee and eventually estab- 
lished him not only in Yuan Shih- 
Kai’s favour but restored him to 
official life, in a modest way, before 
the Empress Dowager's "death. 
‘With Yuan's return to official life, 
his assumption of the presidency 
and his preparations for his im- 
perial career, Mr. Liang waxed 
Digger and ‘bigger ina most 
spectacular way. He finally be- 
‘came the exalted financial manipula- 
tor to the Government of China and 
the supreme promotor of the 
nipnarchy movement. ‘Then, with 
‘Yuan's death and the discredit that 
fell upon the, enterprise, .he_dis- 
appeared once ‘more abruptly from 
official life. He did not again 
appear until the autumn of 1918 
when, after Hs Shih-chang’s s0- 
called election to the presidency, he 





emerged with his ageustomed 
abruptness as speaker’ of the 
Senate, 


Tn 1921 she became Hai Shih- 
chang's Premier under the direct 
patronage of Chang Tso-lin and 
steored a course which brought hit 
into direct conflict with Wu Pei- 
fu, who accused him of conspiracy 
with the Japanese designed to take 
the question of the rendition of 
Shantung out of the hands of the 
Washington conference, and finally 
brought on the war wherein Chang 
‘Tso-lin was defeated, in 1922, by 
‘Wu Pei-fu and driven beyond the 
Great Wall. IHsi Shih-chang war 
most unceremoniously thrown out 
of office by Wu Pei-fu because of 
policies for which Mr, Liang was 
Feputed to have made him respen- 
sible, Liang — Shih-y therefore 
gained credit, up to that time, for 
hhaving been’ expunged. from’ the 
‘official slate because of the Empress 
Dowager's intuition, 

brought about Yuan 
downfall and death and for having 
steered Chang Tso-lin and Hsi 
Shih-chang’ to complete shipweek.

Some years ago Dr, Henry 
Churchill King, President of 
Oberlin College, visited China 
and delivered a series of lec- 
tures. In. one of his address 
he advised his hearers to read 
the books with which they dis- 
agreed, His point, a very good 
fone, wus that, if we only read 
the’ books that backed up our 
‘own  pre-conceived ideas, we 
should make no progress, If we 
read those to which we were 
antipathetic, we had either to 
adopt a new point of view or 
justify to ourselves our reasons 
for adhering to our own opinions. 
We have been following Dr. 
King's advice and reading © 
book on “Imperialism and Civil- 
ization” with which we heartily 
disagree. It is written by Leon 
ard Woolf and published in Lon- 
don, ‘There are two kinds of 
men that we very much dislike. 
‘One is the man who says, “My 
country right or wrong”, and 
the other the man who ‘says 
“My country never right.” Mr. 
Woolf belongs to the latter 
class, He sees Europe “forcing 
its civilization on the rest of the 
world and there is no civiliza- 
tion that is, to him, so distaste- 
ful. He says, “The confict is 
not racial, it is n conflict of 
civilizations.” He believes that, 

file there have been such con- 

és in ancient times, the wars 
of those days were not so ruth- 
Jess as they have been in. these. 
“Extermination on a large 
neale,” he says “was seldom if 
ever possible when killing had to 
be done, literally, by hand and 
before modern inventions made 
it a part of wholesale business 
and large seale industry", This 
is simply not true, The con- 
quests. of Genghiz Khan and 
Tamerlane in Asia left behind 
them a devastation from which 
the countries they passed 
through have not recovered even 
to this day. There has been noth- 
ing like it in any of our 
modern wars; nothing in the 
Teast comparable to their savag- 
ery or contempt of human life, 
‘The same is true of the Baby 
Jonian subjugations. Mr. Woolf's 
ancestors were carried away 
from their own land and only @ 
moiety of the people returned 
under the more liberal rule of 
Cyrus the Persian. This was not a 
solitary incident; the transplan- 
tation of conquered peoples was 
the ruling policy of the Baby- 
fonian kings and it was carried 
out with a pitilessness for which 
again there is no parallel in 
modern times. 

Another instance of inaccuracy 
of reasoning is found in his 
























































description of what took place 
ain, 


under the Romans in 
‘The Romans brought thei 
ization to Britain, but they did 
not impose it on the inhabitants. 
‘The Roman occupation of Britain 
consisted of a few roads, a few 
‘camps or settlements, a certain 

amount of trade.” This, agai 
4s not true. The Roman occupa- 
tion of Britain left an impress 
80 deep on the country that, $0 
this day, the influence of Roman 
law is perceptible in our code 
and is still more evident in the 
Jaws of the Latin kingdoms. A 
‘writer must be hard put to it 
jaintain bis thesis when he 








misrepresents facts to support 
his argument. 

The truth is that it is not 
possible to “force” an alien 
civilization on any- people. 
Europe is not foreing her civili- 
zation on China. The Chinese 
are adopting that civilization in 
the form of railways, steamers, 
telegraphs, aeroplanes, teleyra- 
phy, sports, cinemas, pocket- 
handkerchiefs, frock coats and 
bowler hats. No one compels 
them to do so, but the ambition 
of every Chinese student is to 
go abroad and see for himself 
what is worthy of imitation in 
the wide world overseas. The 
same is true of Africa. Where 
once the highest fofm of science 
known to the native was the 
medicine man with his blood- 
stained Mumbo-jumbo, the print 
ing-press has been set up and 
foreign doctors are grappling 
with the diseases that, once de- 
cimated the population. It is 
true that our civilization has 
its blots. No civilization that 
ever existed had none and in 
every preceding civilization, of 
which we have any record, the 
blots were deeper and darker 
than they are in ours, We can 
think of only two instances in 
which civilization was forced on 
an unwilling people. When Brit 
ish rule was established in 
India the practice of Suttee was 
universal, It is now prohibited 
by law, but is not. yet utterly 
stamped out, A récent writer 
‘on this terrible practice has dis- 
pelled the current notion that 
sacrifices of this nature occurred 
but rarely or that they were con- 
summated in the spirit of high 
devotion. “Girl widows were 
flung into the flames in greater 
numbers and with no more voli= 
tion than the children offered 
to Moloch.” Does Mr. Woolf 
think that it would have been 
more humane in us to have 
turned’a blind eye to this degrad- 
ing superstition rather than 
brave the wrath of so many of 
our fellow subjects by decreeing 
{ts abolition? The second in- 
stance was whon a clause was 
incorporated in one of the “un- 
equal treaties" giving religious 
liberty to Christians in China. 
‘That was more than eighty years 
ago and the rulers of this coun- 
try have not yet grasped the 
full significance of this elemen- 
tary right. It is the right to be 
non-conformists, not only to the 
customs of our neighbours but 
even to the law of the land, when 
that law transgresses the dic- 
tates of conscience. Such liber- 
ty exists only in the civilization 
which Mr, Woolf decries, and has 
never existed in any other.

hhave at least always played 
jourably with them. Others 
will pay up as they can and it 
may take them years to do s0. 
Now we are not proposing to 
moralize on gambling as such. 
But we wish to emphasize that, 
whether at “wheels” or at any 
other form of diversion, debts 






















would not be incurred as they 
are now, if it were not for the 
chit system. 

There was some correspond- 
ence on the question a few 
days ago, but it did not en! 
much support nor did it go 
nearly deep enough. Indeed the 
principal point made, if we re- 
member rightly, was that the 
chit system, leads to mistakes in 

lls. ‘This is surely a minor 
issue. There was once a popular: 
story in Shanghai of a &rm that 
could not trace which of their 
customers owed for a saddle 
that had been bought; so 
they charged it up in seven 
accounts and six of them were 
paid. Probably the story is a 
libel, At any rate, if people are 
so careless over their bills, they 
have no one to blame but them- 
selves. The real mischief with 
chits, of course, is that they 
cause people to lose sight of 
what they are spending and to 
spend cheerfully what they have 
not got. Shanghai was always 
a bad place for running into 
debt, but there ean be no ques- 
tion’that in recent years it has 
grown very much worse. Every 
employer of labour will bear 
witness to that, we believe, and 
we are told that the number of 
men who are posted at clubs for 
non-payment of their monthly 
bills has increased alarmingly. 
Not a few cases have come to 
our notice latterly of employees, 
once of excellent character, who 
have had to be shipped home, 
simply because they had gone to 
pieces from night life and easy 
credit. Conceptions of how to 
spend spare time are different 
now, all the world over, from 
what they were. There is a 
more general demand for dis- 
tractions that cost money. And 
when a man ean get motor-cars, 
dinners, drinks and dancing 
every night for the mere signing 
of his name, it is not wonderful 
that reckonings mount up 
heavily at the end of the month. 

‘The obvious remedy is that 
people should be made to pay 
for what they have in hard cash. 
Nobody can go dining and dane- 
ing in public rooms in London 
without money in his pocket. In 
his club he must pay for his 
drinks as he orders them. And 
shops must know you fairly well 
before you get anything like 
extended credit. Even so, it is 
curious to note how much more 
careless people are with money 
when it is paper they are hand- 
ing about, than with gold or 
silver, The phrase “oh, it's only 
five dollars” would not have the 
‘contemptuous meaning it has in 
Shanghai if there were no notes 
for any but really big amounts 
and we had to pay up in good 
hard metal. But apart from 
such psychological _considera- 
tions, if, for every five dollars’ 
worth of amusement, we had to 
put down on the spot a five. 
dollar note, we should probably 
remember more vividly than we 
do how few of them there are 
in a three-hundred-dollar salary. 
and what a lot of claims are 
made upon them at the end of 
the month. Possibly entertain- 
ment houses would object to the 
change; and one has heard of 
store managers saying that they 
dare not refuse credit or be too 
eager to take proceedings when 
debts are slow in being pai 
But surely the dangers. from 
their point of view. of abolishing 
the chit system are exaggerated. 
They must have a great many 
bad debts and the interest on 
money they cannot collect must 
be a heavy consideration.

After this there was nothing for 
ratepayers to do but to “adopt 
an attitude of expectant re- 
otherwise “wait and 
But it is noticeable that 
‘Mr. Fessenden did not say when

‘we are not much misinformed, it 
was sent in more than three 
months ago.

The 
implicit pledge of the Chair- 
man’s speech must not be for- 
gotten. For bitter experience 
teaches that nothing is more con- 
sistently shelved than the re- 
commendations of a Special 
‘Commission, In 1909, when the 
office of Financial Comptroller 
‘was invented, it was particularly 
emphasized that he was to con- 
trol and restrict the spendings 
‘of all departments, after the 
manner of a Chancellor of the 
Exchequer. Does he do that to- 
day? We doubt if it is even 
possibleyfor him to do so. In 
1921 the recommendations of 
the Salaries Commission were 
thrown out by ratepayers, un- 
doubtodly because of the xcate 
of salaries included. Yet to-day 
salaries are twice, and even 
more, what the Commission then 
regarded as very good pay. How 
has this come about? In what 
has come to be a stereotyped 
the Chairman spoke of 

the difficulty found in balancing: 
the Budget even “after curtail 
ing expenditure in all possible 
directions.” But have “all pos- 
sible directions” been explored? 
We do not doubt Mr. Fessenden’s 
sincerity, but it is impossible for 
him or any other councillor to 
keep track of the innumerable 
‘sin which money may be 
sasted—just as it is ridiculous 
to suppose that the absolutely 
indispensible ordinary expendi- 
ture of the Settlement ean, with 
any justifieation, have “risen 
from "Tis, 6,651,219 in 1921 to 
Tis. 12,001,590 in the current 
year, ‘The fact of the matter is 
that the whole expenditure of 
the Council serviee has got out 
of the control of any one man 
or of existing machinery, “That, 
we take it, is why the Economy 
Committee’ was set up and its 
recommendations are looked for 
in many quarters with an 
Patience that the Council hardly 














































































miraéles of Municipal Council- 
lors. On tho contrary, they do, 
for nothing, a great deal of work 
for the community and it is 
grateful to them. But we ven- 
ture to say it is now their duty 
to see that there is no further 
avoidable delay in publishing 
the Economy Committee's report 
and that, when it is published, 
it is not adroitly shoved out of 
sight like so many of its pre- 
decessors. 

In respect of the additional 
grant to St. Luke's Hospital, we 
cannot refrain from pointing to 
one fact as shown in Mr. Calder 
Marshall’s speech: that, last 
year, foreigners _ contributed 
313,000 to the hospital and Chi- 
nose $2,750; furthermore that 
Chinese make up practically all 
the hospital's clientéle. We are 
continually reminded of the Chi- 
nese claim to equal rights in 
Shanghai with foreigners and 
yesterday's vote on the parks 
question shows that foreigners 
admit that claim. May we in 
turn remind our Chinese readers 
that rights never go unaccom- 
panied by responsibilities, one of 
which plainly is to see to it that 
foreigners do not do more for 
their fellow-countrymen than 
they themselves do? At the 
close of the meeting a small rem- 
nant of ratepayers were easily 
persuaded by the Chairman that 
the proposed reform of street 
numbering would be inconveni- 
ent and costly. Very likely it 
would, But the apathy shown 
in this matter, not to mention 
others, is hardly a good sign. 




















BRITISH LABOUR AND 
COMMUNISM 
Apr. 20, 

The sharp cleavage between 
the orthodox British Labour 
Party and the Communists is 
hardly to be better illustrated 
than in a recent decision of the 
Boilermakers’ Society. The last 
mail from Home gave an account. 
of a decision they had taken to 
notify all branches that known 
Communists are not eligible for 
election as delegates of the So- 
ciety, either to the Trades Union 
Congress or to the annual con- 
ference of the Labour Party. 
Both these parent institutions, it 
will be recalled, for at least two 
years past have pronounced a 
solemn ban on Communists, re- 
pudiating all association with 
them, and the Labour Party ex- 
cluding them from membership. 
The Executive Council of the 
Boilermakers called the attention 
of their branches to the latter 
resolution, and advised them 
that they could only act con- 
sistently with the party's policy 
by not electing as their repre- 
sentatives "known members of 
non-affiliated parties, including 
the Communists.” In spite of 
this, seventeen branches ‘elected 
the well known Red, Mr. Harry 
Pollitt, as the representative to 
the Trade Union Congress and 
sixteen nominated him for the 
Labour Party Conference, and 
he was elected on both delexa- 
tions. 

The Boilermakers’ Exceutive 
did not then pronounce Pollitt 
disqualified, but they have set- 
tled the matter this year by a 
definite statement, when asking 
for nominat that known 
Communists are ineligible. The 
reasons given for this step are 
particularly interesting, Mem- 
bers are reminded that the 
Boilermakers’ principal aims are 
to regulate relations between 
artisans and employers and to 
secure “reasonable hours, wages 
and conditions of labour”; and 
politically, to support the Labour 
Party “and by constitutional 
‘means to improve our conditions 
as workers.” Then (according. 
to the “Times” report) appears 
this striking passage 

“The Communist Party is de- 
finitely “opposed to our industrial 
methods. It is opposed to _con-

The policy of the Communists is to 
Tae pote of as Communes 
social system by violent revolutio 
‘The party takes its poliey and its 
orders from a committee of dicta- 
tors in Russia who also finance the 
propaganda of Communists in this 
country. We cannot deny our mem- 
bers their right to their political 
opinions but our members who are 
Conimunists are also members of an 
organization whose purpose is to 
destroy the present organization of 
‘our Society and trade unionism 
generally and also to destroy and 
nullify Dur political efforts. 

“The Execvtive Council have now. 

had evidence of the subversive work 
of Communists and there can be no_ 
doubt that it is contrary to, the 
interests of the Society.’ 
The decision we read was taken 
after most careful consideration 
and the Executive's con- 
viction that “they are interpret-_ 
ing the wishes of the vast ma- 
jority of our members.” 

The issue might have arisen 
over a lesser obstacle than Harry 
Pollitt, He is certainly one of 
the most capable advocates of 
Communism in Great Britain and 
one of the most unscrupulous. 
Last summer in company with 
three others he stood his trial 
at the Old Bailey on a charge of 
criminally libelling a member of 
the Seamen's Union. Pollitt and, 
we think, his associates were 
found guilty, though the charge 
was not pressed, conviction be- 
ing considered adequate to clear 
the plaintiff's character and 
show what sort of a man Pollitt 
was. But this is quite enough 
in some quarters to invest him 
with the martyr’s halo, Pollitt 
is a young man, a forceful per- 
sonality and an adroit speaker. 
It is not in the least surprising 
that he got seventeen branches 
to nominate him for the Trade 
Union Congress and Labour 
Party Conference. Intimidation 
in the labour world is unfor- 
tunately not confined to China. 
Apart from this, our own Labour 
correspondent has written more 
than once in recent years of the 
growth of the Communist ele- 
ment in proportion as the older 
Labour leaders learn to appre- 
ciate the responsibilities of 
actual administration and veer 
more and more to the right. It 1s 
voported that at the next general 
election the Communist Party in 
Britain will run fifty eandidates; 
and it is believed by not a few 
people that the course of events 
must force a reunion between 
moderate Labour men and the 
Liberal party. That would be a 
strange dénoiment truly, when 
we remember how, from its 
earliest developments, Labour: 
declared frankly that_it -held 
with the Liberals only for what. 
it could get and only until it 
was strong enough to stand 
alone. 



































HENRIK IBSEN 


Apr. 21. 

A hundred years ago yester- 
day Henrik Thsen, was born at 
Skien in Norway. Few men 
have made such a deep impress 
on this generation as the rugged 
Norwegian whose memory now 
receives world-wide commemora- 
tion. He came of mixed stock. 
Scottish, German and Dan 
blood flowed in his veins, beside 
that of his native Norway. Born 
the son of an unsuccessful mer- 
chant, Ibsen served a hard ap- 
prenticeship in the school of 
poverty. The iron entered into 
his soul in his youth and this 
gave him a profound sympathy 
with the poor and downtrodden. 
He was articled to an apothecary 
but destiny gave him a predilec- 
tion for writing. During this 
period he produced his first play, 
“Catalina,” which was a failure. 
‘The muses are not easily wooed; 
it is only a heaven-born genius 
like Shakespeare or Burns that 
effortlessly writes immortal 
verse. He who is not born to, 
but achieves, greatness must win 














the goal through blood and tears. 
In 1850, while studying medicine 


at the university of’ Christian 
he wrote “The Warrior's moun 
which was received with some 
favour and this convinced him 
‘that he had a message to give 
to the world through the medium 
of the drama, He was appoint- 
ed by the violinist, Ole Bull, 
stage manager of a theatre at 
Gergen, and. was thus launched 
on the career that was to make 
him the foremost playwright of 
the century, The earliest gleam 
of success came in 1856 when he 
produced “The Feast of Sol- 
houg,” the first of his national 
plays. It won him immediate 
recognition from his countrymen 
and he became director of the 
Norwegian Theatre at Chris- 
jania. A great poet is rarely 
a successful business man and 
five years of Ibsen's management 
brought the theatre to bank- 














ruptey. 
His national plays, such as 
The “Vikings in  Helgoland” 





appeared about this time, but 
his mind was brooding over the 
political situation and the social 
evils of the time, Had he been 
a lesser man he would have 
written down to the level of his 
audiences and would, doubtless, 
wave been a successful but 
mediocre playwright. Ibsen 
wrote such things as destiny 
laid upon him; he had a 
“burden” as the prophets had of 
old and he received the prophets’ 
reward, He was without honour 
in his own country; managers 
declared his plays to be mono- 
tonous, tiresome and devoid of all 
poetry.” He was a “nullity”; he 
“had a certain technical and 
artistic talent, but nothing of 
what can be called genius.” He 
again passed through deep 
poverty and suffered much 
humiliation, being reviled at 
home and decried abroad as a 
writer with immoral tendencies. 
He left Norway in 1861 and, 
except for a brief interval, lived 
abroad for twenty-seven yea 
From Rome he sent back 
great poem “Brand”—for Ibsen 
is first of all a poet. a creator, 
and only a playwright because 
he found in the drama the beat 
medium for the elucidation of 
his poetic thought. “Brand” 
established his reputation, Like 
Byron he awoke one morning 
and found himself famous. Not 
that he no longer met with 
































opposition but now, even those |), 





who disliked him acknowledged 
his genius, Followed, in quick 
succession, “Peer Gynt,” “A 
Doll's House,” “Ghosts,” “Hedda 
Gabler” etc., and Ibsen, the 
“nullity” was now the first writ 
er in Europe, William Archer 
championed his cause in Eng- 
Jand and Bernard Shaw's “Quint- 
essence of Ibsenism” establish- 
ed his position among the im- 
mortals. On his _seventieth 
birthday he received gifts and 
world-wide greetings and a 
bronze statue was set up, in 
recognition of his genius, out- 
side the National Theatre. 

To, Ibsen's mind the world is 
very evil. Man is a composite 
being. full of high impulses 
cursed by weak resolution. 
‘There is no such thing as being 
carried to the skies on flowery 
beds of ease. The forces within 
and without a man are often in 
Teague to thwart his ood im- 
pulses and facilitate the disaster 
that awaits the weakling and the 
firresolute. Ibsen has no in- 
fallible panacea for all the ills 
that flesh is heir to; he can offer 
us no ezealibur with which one 
may cleave one's way to success. 
What he does insist on is the 
utmost sincerity of heart and 
mind, “No, you must will, with 
flaming eyes, your way through 
all earth's agonies. To will it 
with still tortured mind. this, 
only this, redeems mankind. 
This is the voice of experience. 
He had fought his own way 
through Sturm nnd Drang to the 
summit of supreme conviction 
that not necessarily. even thus 
could ono win the victory, but 
































minus thus failure—the failure 
that leaves one self-abused—is 
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inevitable. He passionately be« 
lieved in freedom. The person 
who is bound by convention o} 

swayed by the ever shifting winé 

of popular opinion is not living 
but drifting toward the gulf of 
nothingness. Skin for skin, all 
that a man has, must he give for 
this freedom and, having won 
it, it need not follow that he will 
be happy. Happiness, indeed, 
may not be attainable in a world. 
constituted as this is, but high 
courage and proud self-respect 
is the reward of him who will 
dare all to be all. So Ibsen was 
a prophet as well as a poet and 
his message is not the ancient 
Greek motto “know thyself,” but 
the modern “be thyself” and be 
such a self as you yourself will 
not be ashamed to be. 





CHINESE ON THE 
COUNCIL

The ceremony of installing 
the new Chinese Councillors and 
Committee-men has taken place 
and we hope it may prove the 
beginning of a new and happy 
era. The men elected have been 
well chosen and their fellow re- 
sidents, both foreign and Chi- 
nese, look to them now with an 
eagerness it would be impossible 
to exaggerate. They may rest 
assured that they will find their 
foreign colleagues more than 
ready to meet them half way, 
‘They will be able to exercise an 
influence out of all proportion 
to their numbers, And thus a 
great responsibility is theirs, 
‘They must realize and show they 
realize, as foreigners have long 
done, that no division can be 
drawn between the two main 
sections of the community. The 
interests of Shanghai are an 
equal care for all alike. As 
Councillors they will have ‘to

laiming rights, Their admis- 
sion to share in the government 
of Shanghai is an experiment for! 
which Chinese have none of th 
experience of tradition, and it 
is for them to justify it or to 
bring matters to a sad collapse. 

‘These things must be said 
frankly because much has been 
rd on the Chinese side which 
argues still much misunder= 
standing. Mr. Yu Ya-ching, for 
instance, speaking at the Chinese 
Ratepayers’ Association on April 
3, implied that the Couneil 
“agreed to admit three Chine 
Councillors” in 1927 as a quid 
pro quo for the Chinese agree 
ing to pay the extra rates. This 
is entirely inaccurate, the addi- 
tion of the Chinese councillors 
having been voted by the rate 
payers in April 1926. Again, in 
the address adopted by the Chi- 
nese Ratepayers, of which we 
published a translation yester- 
day, it was said “that many 
obstacles had had to be faced 
and members were compelled to 
make great sacrifices.” We know 
nothing about sacrifices. But 
the obstacles faced by the pro 
pective Chinese councillors ar 
among their own countryme 
and it is not the fault of any 
foreigner that they have not 
been sitting on the Council for 
two years past. “Face” no doubt 
has to be allowed for in all this 
and possibly a general delusion 
that to be on the Council is a 
paying job. Actually it means 
more kicks than ha'pence: in- 
deed there are no ha'pence at 
all, as councillors must drop 
their own work to attend to that 
of the community. We do not 
fear that the new Councillors 
will fail to recognize their re- 
sponsibilities, and we wish them 
success,

Hongkong, Apr. 17. 

‘The China Merchants’ Steam 
Navigation Company's str, Hsin- 
‘Wah (1940 tons), which was on her 
way from Shanghai to Hongkong, 
was pirated on the night-of April 
14, when 15 pirates, disguised as 
passengers, surprised the officers, 
Seized the vessel and took possession 
of the ship's arms, 

Captain Jensen was ordered to 
steer the vessel to Samchan Inlet, 
Bias Bay, where she arrived on 
‘Sunday ni 

‘The Hsin- 
sampang yesterday morning and the 
work of transferring loot, consist 
ing of the ship's cargo and the be- 
Tongings of the passengers, was com- 
menced. This operation” was in- 
terrupted by the unexpected ap- 
pearance of a launch which, ap- 
parently without any suspicion of 
pirary, steamed away. 

‘The freebooters then resumed 
rifling the ship’s hold, but the ar- 
rival on the scene of a Chinese 
gunboat, which headed for the Hsin- 
Wah, caused consternation among, 
the pirates who, seizing five pas: 
sengers, hurried ashore with their 
booty and captives, who are being 
held for ransom. 

‘After the departure of the pirates 
Captain Jensen signalled to the 
gunboat that the Hsin-Wah had 
Deen pirated. A pursuit party w: 
Tanded from the gunboat but, after 
a chase lasting two hours, lost track 
of the pirates and gave up the 
pursuit. 

Tho Hsin-Wah then weighed 
anchor and proceeded to Hongkong 
escorted by the gunboat.

was forgotten or left to chance, and, 
so far as we ean find out, there was} 
absolute justice. meted out to all 
Evidence was forthcoming in every| 
case and, where this was not 30, the! 
‘culprit wax given the opportunity of 
clearing himself. ‘The son of a very.

What an improve-| 
rent! We cannot say too much for} 
the gallant way in which the m: 
has been handled all through this! 
time of great disturbance; true, it 
hhas often been delayed, but we get 
in the interior not to care much if 
letters are kept back a fow days. 
‘The only request is that they be not 
lost, and this has been our ex- 
perience, and so far ax we know we| 
hhave not lost any letters. There is 
f great difference in tho attitude of 
all Chinese to foreigners, “Friend” 
is now the word, not as about two] 
years ago “enemies.” which all goos| 
to show that what was then met! 
with was not indigenous, but im- 
ported.

‘There is no place that 
is not filthy beyond description, but 
the worst is all along the east wall. 
All the servants’ houses along the 
wall have been unfloored and turned 
into latrines. This, without daily 
attention, holds a threat of pestil- 
ence. I ‘ain piling on lime every- 
where, but some of the places can 
be redeemed to sanitation only by 
tearing down and turning the sun- 
shine in on it. 

For the present I propose nothing 
but a superficial cleaning up and 

fing: the school and other| 
ings as are fit to keep. 
Further steps will be guided by 
circumstances. 

We are expecting a demand from! 
some waiting officers; but hope to 
stave them off. 

‘The Chureh compound is brought! 
back to a fairly respectable con- 
dition. The Easter service will be 
held there to-morrow.

TIGER CAPTURED AT 
HONGKONG 


Cub Found on the Hillside at 
Shek Lung by Boys 


With so many unsubstantiated 
roports of the presence of tigers in 
the neighbouring districts of the 
Colony, the statement made by Mr. 
Hf. “Green, Superintendent of the 
Botanical" and Forestry Depart- 
ment, that he had a live tiger at 
his residence was received with 
scepticism by some of his friends 
whom be had informed by telephone, 

‘The rumour, however was. veri- 
fied by a representative of the 
‘South’ China Morning Post” when 
he visited Mr, Green and saw for 
imself the animal which had been 
reported to have been eaptured in 
the New Territories and brought to 
the Colony by two Chinese traders. 

‘Tho animal, whieh is a mere cub 
no more than four to six months 
old, was being fed by Mrs. Green 
when our representative called, Tt 
had been left by the traders and 
was comfortably reposing in an

body of soldiers and a largo foree 
‘of communists at the market town 
of Hedzeng, which was _ bel 
attacked for the second time by this 
horde of robbers, ‘The soldiers had 
‘arrested about 20 communists, when 

















they were surrounded by a large 
number of their fellow conspirators. 
The town was again set on fire and

Ancient Tooth Found 
‘This is the fourth expedition Mr, 
Andrews has led into Mongolia and 
‘on all provious occasions he has 
deprecated the circulation of re- 
ports that his intention has been to 
look for what is commonly called 
“the missing link.”

time the expedition's main purpose 
was to look for remains of early 
‘man, far earlier than anything con- 
nected with man that has ever been 
found, earlier than the Java Ape 
man, ‘in fact an ancestor of the 
human race in a direct lin 
The expedition, he said, received 
great stimulus last summer by the 
in the Western Hill 
from Peking, of 
tooth believed to belong to a’mem- 
ber of the human ace as old as 
the Java Ape man. "This tooth was 
discovered by Dr. Davidson Black, 
of the Peking Union Medical College 
and js described by Mr. Andrews as 
probably the oldest and most i 
portant piece of human remains yet 
discovered. He believes it to be at 
least a million years old and pos- 
ibly older. Its importance lies in 
the fact that it is bolieved to belong 
to a being in the direct line of 
human descent whereas the Java 
Ape man was a member of a branch 
of the stem which produced the 
yman race but which has long 
since died out. Knowing that re- 
mains of very early man exist in 
the neighbourhood the expedition 
th high hopes of finding. 
further evidence of early man and 
possibly fossilized remains of a 
human ancestor dating back further 
than anything yet discovered.

‘Mr, Andrews poinfed out .that 
every recent discovery in connectios 
with primitive man pushed his 
ancestry further and further back 
into the past. Only’ a few years 
‘ago scientists’ supposed that man 
had existed as a separate species 
for not more than 500,000 to 1,000,- 
000 years but naw there was reason 
to suppose that he might have existe 
ed as a separate species for two 
or even three million years, 

“The human race is unquestion- 
ably more ancient than was sup- 
posed only ten years ago, We aroy 
on this expedition, going to search 
strata and deposits as old as tho 
oligocene age which, a few years 
ago, would have been thought far 
too'old to contain human romaings 
We are going through them with 
8 fine comb to see if they contain 
evidence of man's existence so far 
back. We shall go to a point 300 
miles north-west of Kalgan where 
there is a large area full of 
deposits of the right azo, oligocene, 
miocene, pleiocene and pleistocino, 
and which we believe contain those 
remains if they have been preserved. 
‘The deposits have never yet been 
examined except cursorlly. It 
‘a great deal like looking for 
needie in a haystack but wo have 
already found that it is the only 
place in the world where delicate 
dinosaur eggs wero preserved and 
we are hoping we shall find remains 
of very early man preserved.” 


Gobi Not Always Desert 

‘The Expedition wil then proceed 
into Inner Mongolia, which has not 
been touched by previous. expedi« 
tons led by Me. Androws, The trip 
will cross the trails of tho. lata 
Sir Francis Younghusband and of 
Mr, Sven.

‘After several years of protracted 
negotiations, the first treaty of 
commerce and navigation between 
Japan and Germany since the war 
js expected to come into effect 
Defore the end of April this year. 
‘The Foreign Offices of the two 
contracting powers have approved 
of the pact, while the Reichstag 
‘and the Diet have also approved of 
it. All that remains now is for the 
Emperor of Japan to sign the 
treaty, President Hindenburg having, 
already appended his signature to 
this important document. ‘The sign- 
‘ed treaty by Germany has already 
been received here and, according 
to the terms agreed to,’ the treaty 
‘will become valid 15 days atter the 
signature of the Japanese Emperor 
has been affixed, regardless of the 
date of exchange of the documents. 

‘One of the greatest’ stumbling 
Blocks in the way of negotiating a 
new treaty of commerce and naviga- 
tion between Japan and Germany 
was the question of dyc-stufts 
Japan tried hard to secure certain 
clauses which would have put her 
in full and complete possession of 
cortain dye secrets which, however, 
German industrialists ‘and dye 
manufacturers refused to concede.

New Light on Rice 


Mr. Matsumura, a Japanese 
scientist and food expert attached 
to the ‘Tokyo Food Research 
Bureau, attributes the retrogression 
of the asiatie races largely to thelr 
diet of ree. 

The retrogression of India, “the 
greatest, in olden days and yet 
famous for the wonderful philosoph- 
ies and cultures she has evolved,” 
he sets down as being entirely die 
to the rice diet of her people, lack 
of the proper amount and variety 
of vitamins in the food, essential to 
the proper growth of brain «and 
brawn, having caused the races of 
Hindusthan to become devitalized. 

"China, once the fore-runner of 
civilization with India," he says, “is 
also rapidly dropping out of th 
raco, as a result of hor rice dict.’ 
‘The’ people of the Orient and of 
the South Seas, feeding on rice a9 
their staple diet, eannot keep step 
with the march of modern eiviliza- 
tion. “This has been noted by the 
Occidentals;” says Mr. Matsumura, 
“and they, therefore, no longer fear 
‘the Orientals." 

Discussing. the effect of food on 
the appearance of various race 
Mr, Matsumura says that diet ha 
‘8 great deat fo do with the colour 
of human bodies, 


Diet and Colour 
“The colour of the human skin 
hhas Jong been supposed to be the 
result of climatic conditions,” he 
. “White people turn” dark 
tunder the African sun, but, when 
they return to Europe or America, 
their skin resumes its original col. 
our. When, however, American and 
Europeans stay in Japan or China 
tnd eat rice for a long time, their 
skins acquire a yellow tinge, al- 
though the elimatic conditi 
Japan are not so different from 
Those of Europe and of America. 
‘There is no doubt that diet has a 
reat deal to do with the colour of] 
human bodies. 

“Our “own ancestors.” he con- 
tinues, “it would seem, were of 
large ‘physique and superior brain 
power at one time, But 
India and China, with the i 
tion of Buddhism, they lost the 
habit of eating meat, and from this 
lack of needed vitamins, they suffer 
ed deterioration of body and bra 

‘This Japanese food expert 
that animals also suffer 
tion through vitamindacking: di 
He cites an example of silver foxes| 
having been brought over to Japan 
from Prine Edward Island some

Catholic Priest Honoured 


Believed to be the only survivor 
in Japan of those who suffered 
persecution at the hands of the 
Tokugawa Government in pre-Melji 
days, the Rev, Father Aine Billon, 

living in the 
historic city of Nara, was the 
recipient last week of special hon- 
‘ours by the prefectural authoriti 
‘and the people, the Intter present- 
ing Father Billon with a bronze 
dust of higeself. 

Father Billon, who is 88 years! 
of age, came to Japan as a youth 
and “began work at Okazaki, a 
small town near’ Nagoya. Im- 
mediately upon arrival he was 
harassed by the’ Tokugawa Govern- 
ment which was at that time wag- 
ing a vigorous anti-foreign and 
anti-Christian campaign. With his 
followers, he was arrested and 
imprisoned on more than one oc- 
ension, 

He holds the distinetion of never 
having visited his native land since 
‘he arrived in this country and of 
having been the means of educating, 
or influencing several of those 
Japanese who realized that the 
Policy of isolation must end. Among 
these latter were the famous Prince 
Ito, Count Okuma, and the late 
Preinier Kei Hara,’ the last-named 
Imown as the first commoner 
premier of Japan.

hhong, immediately on receipt of the 
fews, hurried to the scene with 
police. 

Nanziang is about seven miles 
from the Settlement, and the situa- 
tion is regarded as being so serious 
that Gen, Chien Ta-chun, has sent 
a portion ef the Ist Division of the 
82nd Army Corps to that town, 
where they are to be posted pet 
manestly.

Inauguration of Dock 


About sixty years azo, when’ 
Shanghai was a small port, the 
Kiangnan Dock and Engineering 
Works was inaugurated for the pur- 
pose of repairing vessels of the 
Chinese Navy, and some twer 
years later when Shanghai began 
to develop into a great shipping: 
contre and the increasing tonnage 
shipping demanded additional 
ies for docking, the Ministry 
‘of Navy of the Chinese Government 
decided to operate the Kiangnan 
Dock as a government-controlled 
commercial enterprise. ‘The docks, 
shipbuilding berths and shops cover 
260 mow oF 43 acres of land. About 
‘one-half of the extensive waterfront- 
age is used for wharves where 
vessels undergoing repairs are 
Derthed and the remainder is used 
for entrances to two modern dry 
docks and for shipbuilding berths. 
Buoys in the harbour abreast of the 
dock property afford moorings for| 
five Inrge vessels at one time for| 
the purpose of either discharging 
eargo or undergoing repairs. ‘The 
‘two dry docks are of the following

Chinese on Monday Night: Praise from Provisional Court 


‘The number of police officers to 
fall victims to armed robbers and 
Kidnapners, was augmented on 
‘Monday night, when two Chinese, 
who were about to be searched by 
P. C. Borovaky, turned upon him in 
‘an alleyway off North Honan Road, 
and one of them with a single 
ballet, killed him immediately, 

As far as can be ascertained from 
a ‘single witness, a Chinese woman 
who lives near by, the late officer, 
had entered the alleyway to take 
short ext from North Kiangse 
Road to North Honan Road. The 
area is a net-work of alleys, and 
many hy-ways lead from’ the 
‘main alleyway, Dau Yuen Faung, 
which is situated only a few yards 
north of Tiendong Road. As the 
woman entered from North Honan 
Road, sho saw threo men nearing 
teach other. She could not recognize 
P.C, Borovsky as it was dark, 
Within a few seconds a shot rang 
out and one man toppled to the 
ground. The other two, without 
waiting either to steal the officer's 
pistel or to see if he moved, ran 
off round a corner and have not 
been seen since. 

This must have been about 1.49 
pam. for a constable on duty at 
‘Tsepon Rond, who heard the shot, 
ran to the scene and saw deceased 
lying on the ground, His message 
was received at Hongkew police 
station at 10.54 p.m. 

















Killed Instantancously: 
P. C.C. Algazin, who precedt 
Det.-Sub-inspr. Schmidt, in com 
pany with Chinese detectives, found,

A Marine Engineer's Career 


But for the fact that friends of 
the late Mr, Andersen are still alive 
fund remember bis early days well, 
it would be almost impossible to 
credit the earver of the deceased as 
now related, Born in Denmark, he 
dlocided to become a marine engineer 
und was trained in Scotland—in the 
famous yard of Messrs. Denny, it 
ia believed, He made his first voy- 
tage to the East in a very small 
steamer, which he left at Singapore. 
‘Then he drifted to China, and pro- 
ably only a man of such a hardy 
constitution as he had could have 
stood what he went through, His 
first night's lodging is said to have 
been in the Bund gardens, or what- 
ever the foreshore wag like about 
1870 when he landed here, and it 
was not by any means one night 
that he spent in this manner. It 
was said that there were days when 
hhe went without food, and that the 
Jobs he got were few and far be- 
tween. Once he was lutky and was 
able to make a trip to the Philip- 
pines as enginecr aboard a st 
bbut apparently hig sources of in- 
come at this stage were of the most 
precarious nature. Ultimately he 
went to the north, and either built 
or was manager for what eas then 
known as Li Hung-chang’s naval 
dockyard at ‘Taku, This kept him

While Mr, Andersen commenced 
work in Mustard & Co., Mr. Duke

ultimately led to the formation of 
the British-American Tobaceo Co. 
with its subsequent numerous sub- 
sidiaries. It is understood that the 
jem acquired Mustard & Co, who| 
from being their agents in China, 
heeame a” branch organization. 
This, however, did not take place for 
some time, and within a very short 
period of Mr. Andersen's joining: 
the firm, Mr. Mustard, and his part- 
ner, Mr. C. C, Benneit, died, This 
left Me. Andorsen not only head of 
Mustard & Co. but of the tobacco 
interests whieh were then rapidly 
developing, and shares in the new 
companies ‘were acquind by hin at 
prices which would make investors 
in these concerns weep to-day. 

His old acquaintances state that! 
often at that time Mr. Andersen did 
not have the money to take” up. 
these shares, but he went on the 
principle that he had followed all 
Uhrough his life that he would work 
until he had the necessary cash. He 
had teen utterly reckless in money 
matters during his hard-up days: 
hp would lose $100 at poker in a 























night and then would work des- 
perately hard until this sum was 
paid off, and so it was with his 
newly acquired shares. What a 
magnificent Investment thege Were 
ix well-known, and it is extremely 
interesting to note that when the 
tide of his fortune had turned he} 
showed himself a careful man in 
regard to money matters as well as

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THE EARTH'S UNTHINKABLE AGE 


Anything Up to 5,000 Million 


Estimates: Sediments, Ocean 


One of the best of a series of 
Joctures arranged by the Quest 
Society was given on Monday in the 
hall of the Royal Asiatic Society, 
by Dr. GB. Cressey, of the 
Shanghai College, on "How Old is 
‘Mother Earth?” Dr. H. Chatley

“The age of the earth is a problem 
which has engaged man's attention 
1¢e the earliest times.» Many peo- 
ples have had, legends about the 
origin of the world and the time 
since its creation, The Chaldeans 
fixed the age of ‘the earth as two 
million years, while the Babylonians 
considered man to be half a 
million years old. ‘The Persian 
sags limited the history of the 
feath to 12,000 years, while the 
Hebrew chronology, as interpreted 
by Bishop Ussher, fixed October 9, 
5 the day of creation, 

avinge appeared at ten o'clock 
‘morning, On the other hand 
peoples in India have con- 
sidered the earth as eternal. ‘These 
early attempts to estimate the axe 
‘of the earth took the form of 











‘vague guesses which have no value 
today. Even at present any ate 
tempt to reconstruct pre-human 


history is regarded by some as bo- 
ng necersarily speculative, 

"The story of the earth ix written 
in the layers of sediments and the 
fossils which they contain. Those 
deposits form trustworthy aute- 
Biography of the earth evolution, 
‘and in them we may yead a most 
‘wonderful story, There can be no 
argument nbout ‘the accuracy of 
this record, for it hax been written 
‘hy the eneth itself, The main task 
‘of geology ix to interpret the re- 
orl of the rocks.

On the 
whole the delta ig building up at the 
rate of about one foot in a con~ 
tury. ‘This is probably an over- 
‘estimate if wo consider the entire 
area of deposition, 

In Shanghai there are. many wells 
that penetrate 400 ft, into the 
sands and clays beneath us, which 
represent the ancient delta’ of the 

















‘Yangtze. We cannot be sure that 
the rate of accumulation in the 
Past was the samp as it is to-day, 





but, if it was, the sediments in 
those wells represent a period of 








something like 40,000 years. Tn thi 
western district the Shanghai 
Waterworks Co, have put down a 
weil 920 ft, deep, going down 





through the same sediments of the 
ancient Yangtze delta. Such a 
thickness would thus require some 
90,000 years for its accumulation, 


Erosion More Active 
It is quite certain, however, that 
svologie processes are much more 
active to-day that they have been 
during most of earth history. We 
are living in a period when the 
mean elevation of the continents is 
greater than the average of the 
past, and hence erosion ix more ac- 
tive ‘to-day than has been the ease 
throughout most of geologic time. 
Furthermore man has wit) 
modern history cut down the 
forests and cultivated the fields, s0 
that erosion is greatly increased. 
‘The amount of material tran: 
portod by the Yangtze at present 
is thus abnormally high. If a foot

rate of deposition at present, the 
figure daring most of earth’ his- 
tory was but a fraction, perhaps 
‘one-fifth or one-tenth. Thus, a 900 
ft. well represents several ' times 
90,000 years, probably a period of 
several hundred thousand years. 

Tt we thus add together the 
maximum for each of the twenty’ 
‘odd periods we find that in the 
course of earth history a total of 
350,000 ft. of sediments have been 
deposited; in other words, about 
70 miles, At the rate of one foot 
a century, it would require 35 mil- 
ion years for their accumulation. 
The ‘evidence of she sedimentary 
‘method is:that the history of the 
earth represents many hundreds of 
millions of years. One estimate is 
300, another 600, and others still 
longer, On any basis the earth 
exceedingly old, The sedimentary 
‘method cannot pretend to.be abso- 
lute, it is only relative; its value 
ies’ in the indication of the great 
Tength of geologic time. 


‘The Sodium Method 


‘The second method is somewhat 
‘more accurate: it is known as the 
soclium method, or the salt method. 
Each year the rivers transfer 
great quantity of rock matter 
solution from the lands to the 























eeans. On the basis of many 
analysis, this chemical lod of the 
world's rivers is fairly well 
Known. It ix believed that in the 


bewinning the oceans were fresh 
and that all the salt has been add- 
ed in this way. Over 200 years ago 
it was suggested by Halley, then 
Royal Astronomer of England, that 
here was a clue to the age of the 
earth, ‘The problem may be ex- 
pressed graphically as follows 
total sodiam in the oceans 
by. the annual sodium in 
equals the age of the ocean, This 
of course is not the age of the 
earth, but only the period since 
water began to accumulate, but £0 
far as geology is concerned the two 
are closely related. ‘The amount of 
‘sodium in the oceans is estimated to 
bbe 1441:80,600,000,000,000 tons, while 
the rivers annually contribute 142.- 
521,000 tons. When these figures 
are divided the result is just about 
100 mill

tivity. In 1896 the discovery was 
mado that when a certain” sub- 
stance was left next to a photo- 
graphic plate wrapped in black 
Paper, something happened to the 
plate, This substance was 
uranium. Uranium give off rays 
Which affect the sensative photo- 








uranium disintegrated. into a new 
clement. which she called. radium. 
Since then many other studies have 
been made of the peculiar habits of 
uranium. Tt has been found that 
it automatically disintegrates into 
8 whole series of new substances, 
‘one of which is radiam and which 
in turn breaks down into other ele- 
ments. ‘The whole series is in a 
constant state of equilibriam, with 
A fixed ratio between the amount 
‘of uranium present and that of the 
various unstable daughter ele- 
ments. The ratio between uranium 
and radium, for example, is about 
8,000,000 “ta 1. 
Chemical Analysis 

Since the ratio of lead and 
hhelium and the other products to 
the parent urantum is constant. 
and since the speed of alteration 
Appears to be s0 also, we may deter- 
tine by an appropriate chemical 
analysis the age of the rocks whi 
contain -these substances. Radio 
active minerals have been studied 
in many igneous rocks, and. the 
time necessary for the lead or 
helium to accumulate hax been 
determined, the estimate going up 
to 1,500 million yards. 

Even these ficures, inconecivabiy 
great as they are, do not represent 
the whole age of the earth. They 
only deal with geologie time and do 
hot penetrate into astronomic his- 
tory and the birth of the earth. 
‘The radio-active method is the best 
available method of determining 
geologic time, Other estimates, 
considerably more speculative, 
determine the age of the earth as 
































a planet by computing the aver 
‘age quantities of lead and uranium 
in the rocks of the earth's crust. 
On this basis the figure is less 
than 3,000 million years. Stil! 
other methods are based “upon 
astronomie considerations and nocd 
not be discussed. In general-they 
assign a figure of from 2,000 to 
5,000 million years as the age of 
the planet. Geologic time may be 
taken as 1,500 million years; this 
figure cannot be presented as 
strictly accurate, for the error may 
be 20 per cent. or more. 

‘Such figures are dazzling and 
pass all human comprehension. 
Only by a detailed study of the| 
events of earth evolution, both 
‘physical and biological, can’ we ap- 
Preciate such a vast duration of 
time. If, for the sake of compara- 
tive values, we compress all of 
earth history into the period of a 
day, one minute equals a milli 
yeats, ‘The Archeozoie and Pro- 
terozoie eras, shrouded in the dark- 
ness of night, lasted fifteen hours. 
‘The Cambrian. period, which marks 
the beginning of clearly recorded 
history, commenced about nine 
hours ago. The first land vegeta. 
tion appeared in the Devonian, 
about six hours ago. Dinosaurs 
rraled the earth for an hour about 
two hours ago. Man has been on 
the earth but one minute. Sine 
the last glaciation but two seconds 
have elapsed. Civilization has all 
Jdeveloped within half a second, 
while the Han dynasty was but 
one-eighth of a second ago, How 
shall we compare one lifetime or 
even one century with the ‘vast 
ness of time?

‘Most Markets Dull: Chinese 
Dealers More Confident as 
Southern Armies Advance 

Apr. 21. 

Most markets were .dull at the 
commencement and there can be no 
doubt but that the dullness was 
directly due to disturbed confidence 
caused through the resumption of 
fighting between north and south. 
This was particularly noticeable in 
the Piece Goods Market. Tientsin’ 
inquiries fell off appreciably and 
Tsingtao merchants cancelled part 
of purchases made last week. 
Szechuen, however, promises to be 
more active thortly and merchants 
olready have taken a few Greys and 
Fancies.. As usual, their offers are 
on the low side, the exeuse being 
that Chungking and Chengtu values 
have declined’ since last month. 
Even with the quaatity sold reduced 
to 87 packages, competition was 
lacking and trade demand small at 
the auction on Tuesday... There was! 
very little change in prices from lust 
week, 

Tt would scem, however, that the 
nervousrfsss which was apparent 
is gradually’ disappearing "as the

‘The budget for 1928 has remark- 
able features, for it ts the largest 
Dudget of taxation and expenditure 
during the worst period of business 
dopression in the modern history of 
Shanghai, and it is the first budget 
in the history of the International 
Settlement of Shanghai in whose 
reparation and approval Chinese 
representatives have collaborated

‘The purpose of this writing is 
to try and call attention tothe 
prodigal seale of public expenditure, 
‘and to focus public interest upon 
the large increase of taxation of

Assessments, Rents and Rates 

Let us consider tho practical in- 
idence of assessments, rents, and 
rates! 

Por example, in 1921, there were 
61,098 “occupied” Chinese ho 
with a total assessment of $13,084,- 
000, which produced a taxation in- 
come from rates of Tis, 1,324,000, 

Tn 1927) there were.” 70,240 
“occupied” Chinese houses, assessed 
At $26,940,000, producing The. 2 
559,000 in rates. 

Let us interprot these figures into 
everyday terms:— 

In 1921, the average assessment 
‘of a Chinese dwelling house was 
3228 per annum, and the house- 
holder paid in rater Tis, 2.60 per 
annum. 

In 1927, that same assessment 
‘had risen to $850, and the Chinese 
had to pay Tis. 36.30 per annum 
‘Ug rates on his dwelling, 

‘And to. make the point stilt 
¢learer perhaps, one might put it 
in general terms thuswise:—That 
whereas in 1921 the average Chi- 
nese had to pay $19 a month in 
rent for his dwelling, and $40 a 
year in rates; in 1927 he had to 
Pay $30 a month in rent, and $60 
a yenr in rates. 

1 submit that these figures are 
ixmnificant indexes of the high cost 
of living induced by prodigality in 
Public expenditure, and support my 
thesis as to the intimate relation 
of the one upon the other. 

The Foreign Figures 

The corresponding figures for 
forvign houses are as follows:— 

1921, there were 3,536 “occupied” 
houses, assessed at ‘Tis, 8,520,000, 
‘and paying: in rates Tis. 1,097,000, 

And in 1927, there were 4,545 
houses, assessed at Tis, 15,626,000, 
paying in rates Tis. 2,076,000. 

Interpreting this, in 1921 the 
average foreign ‘dwelling was 
assexsed at Tis. 2,109 per annum, 
Paying Tis. 200 a month in rent, 
and Tis. 310 in rate 

In 1927, his assessment had been 
increased ‘to Tis, 8.438 per annum, 
he paid ‘Tis, 286 @ month in rent, 
and Tis.

‘These average figures have been 
collated from the actual returns, 
and are taken to the nearest 
thousand, and in general terms, in 
‘order that their importbe easy to 
comprehend.

Fmergency Expense 

For the past year, 1927, there 
was an “emergency expense” of 
some Tis, 570,000, more or less, 
and to meet this no less than Tis. 
1,000,000 is raised from extra rates 
and inereased assessments, 

‘One submits that this is prodigal 
finance. Studying the issued figures 
one feels that the Chinese opposi- 
tion to paying the increased rate 
hhad some justification although they 
refused “payment rather from 
awkwardness than from a know- 
ledge of municipal finance. 

‘There seems little doubt that the 
administration have taken advant- 
age of the popular excitement over 
the events of 1927 to institute addi- 
tional taxation which is quite out 
‘of proportion to necessities, and to 
find the large increases of office 
expenses budgeted for in 1928 when 
an "Economy Committee’ is actually. 
sitting makes one doubt the interest, 
of the departments in this somewhat 
bad joke on the ratepayers and the 
‘community. 

‘The Commissioner General 

‘In conclusion, one adds two minor 

figures for comparison:— 
Commisstoxer Gexetat, 
Ovrice Exrexsis 
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‘Superannuation at a generous rate 
‘and it mounted up on a high salary, 
It scems prodigal to add a gratuity 
of Tis, 24,000 to superannuation, 
and on top of that to provide a 
pension ax well. Tt is certainly 
kenerous, but is it business? 

‘The startling increase of “Com- 
missioner-General’s Office” from 

28,000 in 1925 to Tis, 38,000 
in 1927, and to Tis. 52,000 for 1928, 
(of which Tis. 46,000 is “foreigner's 
pay"), is an effective commentary 
fon the present policy of prodigality. 

It would seem as if this refusal 
to recognize the appalling state of 
trade here at the present time, and 
to go jazzing along in this lavish 
way leaves no alternative open to 
the ratepayers but to indicate in 
‘no uncertain fashion that it must 
cease. 

And it is for that reason, and 
that spirit, that one suggests the 
logical and'practical way to express 
this feeling is to—"Reject the 
Budset!" -

Accounts 1927, 

Mr. Fessennex.—Mr. Chairman, 
adios and gentlemen: ‘I now pro 

se to make a few remarks on the 

‘inancial Statement for the past 
year. You will see from the report 
of the Treasurer and Comptroller 
that there is a deficit of Tis, 569,517 
to be carried forward to this year's 
Budget in place of a contemplated 
surplus of Tis. 59,000, Although 
this result, to say the least of it, is 
disappoiating you will doubtless 
realize that tho events of dhe past 
year were bound to have a serious 
reaction on Municipal finance, 
Indeed, I would go 0 far as to say 
that considering. the diffieultios we 
have been faced’ with, the results 
for the year might easily have been 
very mach worse. Our ordinary 
income fell short of the Bstimate by 
‘Tis. 367,055, nearly half this figure 
being accounted for under the head- 
ing of Wharfage Dues, 

Ordinary Expenditure amounted 
to Tis. 262,362 in excess, of that 
dstimated, which is mainly due to 
the large payments we were called 
‘upon to make for defence and emerg- 
ency measures. Tho Treasurer's 
‘report sets forth in detail the results 
‘of departmental expenditure as 
compared with the relative Esti- 
miates, and relieves me of the neces- 
sity of proceeding with a lengthy 
explanation on the subject. Our 
Loan requirements were restricted 
‘to the utmost and the sum of Tis. 
2,100,000 we had your authority for 
raising was designed to meet com- 
mitments already enttred into and 
expenditure on various works of an 
urgent character which it was con- 
sidered should not be delayed. In 
Point of fact it was found impos- 
sible to proceed with a large num- 
ber -of these -items owing to un- 
favourable finaneial conditions and 


















































matters were brought as nearly as 
possible to a standstill until there 
Eppeared to be some prospect of 
btaining money on what we con- 
Sidered to be reasonable terms. Full 
details are given in the Treasurer's 
report as to the terms under which 
‘Municipal "Debentures were ulti- 
‘mately floated. The sum actually 
Taised, including "that subscribed 
between January 1 and February 5, 
amounted in total to Tis, 2,187,500 
Which at a discount rate’ of 96 per 
cent. gave us the sum of Tis. 2,100, 
000 we were authorized to borrow. 

‘The Extraordinary Budget _pro- 
vided for an expenditare of Tis 
2,504,580 and an income of Tis. 
2,490,370, leaving a deficit of Tis. 
14,210 to be carried forward: the 
sclual figures for the past year 
show expenditure of Tis. 1,771,496 
fand_an income of Tis. 1,728,139 
which means that a deficit of ‘ls. 
49,857 is carried forward to 1928 
in'place of the estimated deficit of 
Tia. 14,210. 

‘There are, T think, only two 
matters that T need refer to in this 
Account, one being the pros 
of road widenings and extensions, 
‘which was restricted to the utmost, 
our actual expenditure amounting 
{o not far short of © Lakhs less 
than that contemplated, The other 
matter relates. to the new share 
issue of the Shanghat Waterworks 
Company, Ltd,, provided for under 
the new agreement with that unde 
taking. Your Counell considered it 
desivable to take up the option of 
Durchasing” 17.660", shares of the 
Company's new “B* issue, the cost 
‘of which amounted to Tis, 141,980. 

'SHANGHAL DevENc Force.

‘The local Chinese community, for 
varior reasons, ‘were unable to fill 
the three seats created for them, 
and the Council has consequently 
been unable to avail itself of the 
advice and assistance of colleagues 
whose collaboration would, on many 
occasions in the last two years, have 








in October last year, invited the 
representatives of the Chinese com- 
munity to nominate a Committee, 
which camo to. be known as the 
Budget Committee, to give its as 
sistance during the preparation of 
the Municipal Budget for the 
‘coming year. 

From January onwards, members 
of this’ Committee attended all 
meetings of the various Council 
Committees convened to consider 
Budget matters and there is no 
doubt that the experience thus 
gained has been of considerable 
practical value both to the Couneil

Mr, Fessexpex.—Mr. Chairman, 
ies and gentlemen: In introdue- 
ing the Budget Resolution, 1 would 
first of all refer to the assistance 
accorded to the Couneil and its Com- 
mittees by the newly formed Chinese 
Advisory Budget Committee consis 
ing of Messrs. Li Ming, Tsuyee Pi 
S.C. Zing, Zee Pin We, M. D. Wong, 
Yuen Lee-Tung, and Ho Teh Kwe 
these gentlemen, to whom our sincere 
thanks are due, not only made an 
exhaustive examination of the 
various Estimates of departmental 
income and expenditure but helped 
us very considerably in the con- 
cluding phases of the final Budget, 
‘You have now had ample time to 
study the various items comprised 
in the Estimates of 1928, and the 
full explanatory notes with which it 
is accompanied absolves me from the 
necessity of doing more than to call 
your attention to certain of ite 
features. 

‘Yeu will observe that the General 

Municipal Rate to be levied is the 
same as that for the sezond half 
year of 1927 authorized at the last 
Ratepayers Meeting, namely, 16 per 
‘cent. on the assessed rental of For- 
ign and Chinese houses, 14 per cent. 
fon those beyond Settlement limits 
and Land Tax computed at 8/10ths 
of 1 per cent. on the assessed value 
of property. 
After curtailing expenditure in all 
possible directions, considerable 
difficulty was experienced in balanc- 
ing the ordinary income and ex- 
penditure of the Municipality. ‘The 
fact that we were called upon to 
make good so large a deficit as Tis. 
569.517, which is carried forward 
from last year's Financial State- 
‘ment, rendered our task all the more 
arduous, and before we were able 
to arrive at the somewhat meagre 
estimated surplus of Tis. 44,860 it 
was found necessary to appropriate 
a sum of Tis. 1,500,000 from the not 
profit of the Electricity undertaking 
<this being three Lakhs in excess 
of the sum contributed for 1927, 

Wharfage Dues are estimated at 
approximately the same figure as 
that actually roturned last year.

— Mr, Chairman, 
ladies and geatle en, The Report 
and Accounts of the Electricity De- 
partment for 1927 contain the fal- 
lest information with regard to the 
working and progress of the undet- 
taking and leave very little for me 
to say. 

‘The kilowatt hours sold daring 
the year were 400,343.385, being ap- 
proximately 33,000,000 less than 
‘estimated. This must, af course, be 
attributed to the ‘troutles: ‘ex- 
perienced in Shanghai during the 
carly part of.the year when a num- 
ber of mills and other industrial 
undertakings were shut down owing 
to strikes, and the lighting demand 
was greatly curtailed owing to the 
enforcement of the curfew. Indeed, 
as you are aware, strikes and conse- 
quent irregular working were 
characteristic of the year under re- 
view, and I think we may congratu- 
late’ ourselves that the kilowatt 
hours sold came as close as they did 
to the estimate, = 
It is very gratifying to be able 
to draw your attention to the fact 
that in spite of the drop in the anti- 
cipated demand the nett profit made 
was Tis, 2,354 greater than esti- 
mated, the nett profit for the year 
being ‘Tis. 2,202,554 as compared 
with Tis. 2,205,490, for 1926. In 
considering this nett profit it is very 
necessary not to fall into the error of 
thinking that full provision has not 
been made for depreciation and for 
interest upon loans, for (as a 
matter of fact) the profit in ques- 
tion has been made after providing 
Tis, 1,596,463, for depreciation, and 
Tis. 1,611,225 for interest on loans. 
1 wish to stress this point because 
it is so often thought that the De- 
partment’s nett profit is arrived at 
without taking care of these two 
heavy charges, whereas such is not 
the case. From this profit we are 
contributing the sum of Tis. 
1,200,000 as we did last year, and 
an additional yum of Tis. 300,000, 
making a total contribution of Tis. 
1,500,000 to the Municipal Counci! 
for the relief of Rates, which will 
bring the amount contributed to this 
purpose since 1916 to the remark- 
able figure of Tis. 8,500,000, 

It is scarcely necessary to aay 
that these results have not been 
achieved without efficient team work 
and intensive technical organiza- 
tion, and it is noteworthy that 
although the conditions during a 
great portion of the year were 
‘adverse to efficient operation, yet the 
over-all efficiency has been main- 
tained at a figure which is at once

Tt must be remembered that the 
St, Luke's Hospital care for Chinese 
patients and notwithstanding the 
rapid growth of the Eastern and 
Northern districts and the conse- 
quent increase in the number of 
accidents and other cases requiring 
medical attention, the St. Luke's 
Hospital have not’ had any inerense 
in their gront from the SAM.C. for 
many years and only ask for it now 
beentise the need is great. I trast 
that my appeal will meet with your 
approval and that you will vote for 
the amendment which I now have 
much pleasure in moving.—That 
the grant to St, Luke's Hospital be 
inereased from Tis, 5,000 to Tis. 
20,000.

the kame needs as were unanimously- 
recognized by the ratepayers at this 
meeting last year. 

Further, I would venture to urge

ture on hospitals in this Settlement, 
Tis, 81,000 is budgeted for the 
Country Hospital which more or 
Tess meets the hospital needs of the 
well-to-do both Foreign and Chines 
Tis.

‘As we are in a very great degree 
dopendent upon the foreign powers 
for auch protection and security as 
ive enjoy ‘in these times of political 
Upheaval and unrest in China we 
cannot afford lightly to disregard 
the attitude of the: foreign powers 
fven upon matters which some may 
Fegard as of a primary if not purely 
focal character, 

Tt ncems to me, and I believe most 
of you will agree with mo, that itis 
‘only plain common sense to heed 
the opinion of others who are vitally 
interested in the situation in China 
tovday and” who from the vantage 
point of distance may be able to 
Flew our local problems from a 
perspective Tess distorted by local 
Colour and prejudice. 

Neither should we overlook the 
fact that during the past year of 
more we have had in our midat 
nang trained and impartial observ- 
crs who have’ freely expressed 
their opinions, by. no nieans fatter~ 
ing to us—especially upon the Parks 
auestion—in circles at home whove 
Influence and goodwill are of the 
greatest importance to the future 
Sf this Settlement. 

Another and unfortunate factor

They, must 
be met to some extent at least in the 
spirit of sympathetic understanding, 
compromise and adjustment, other- 
‘wise the community cannot continue 
its existence in that state of peace 
and mutual good-will which: is so 
essential to its prosperity and pro- 
gress. 

Last year when this question was 
before you affairs generally in this 
part of China were in a state of 
chaos and men's minds were greatly 
turbed and troubled. Tt was not 
the psychological moment to con- 














Happily the question of Chinesg 
Representation has been satis 


sider a question of this kind in that 
calm, judicial and impartial frame 


of mind so necessary to a carefully 
reasoned decision but the Counci 
had already pledged itself to 
troduce the subject at that meeting 
and therefore had no alternative 
but to do so. 

Conditions have greatly improved 
and the anti-foreign feeling. so 
much in evidence a year ago has to 
a very great extent disappeared. 
In fact, present conditions in Shang- 
hai so closely approach the normal 
that the reasons advanced last year 
for deferring action are no longer 
pertinent. 

‘The question of the parks is one 
of peculiar diffiewty owing to the 
‘small area of the parks as against 
the great number of Chinese re- 
sidents. The Council realizes that 
the admission “of Chinese will to 
some extent curtail the amenities 
of the parks but for the sake of the 
peace and prosperity of the Settle- 
ment the Council has no hesitation 
in appealing to you to make the 
sacrifice which the solution of this 
long standing difficulty involves. 

T would like to add a word in 
reference to the regulations which 
must be made governing admission 
to the Jessfield and Hongkew Parks 
if this resolution is adopted. Pre- 
liminary consideration has already 
been given to the matter by the out~ 
i Council, the members of 
which are, generally speaking, in 
favour of ‘rules on the following 

(1) Entrance to be 
turnatiles with automatic 
issuing machines. 

(2) Adults to be charged an 
entrance fee of 5 or 10 copper 
cents. Children to be admitted 
froe of charge. Special tickets 
covering the entrance of school 
children to bé issued by the Council, 

(3) Individual season tickets to 
be issued at, say, $1 or $2 each 
per year. 

(4) Park Keepers to be enrolled 
‘and sworn in as Special Constables, 
having powers of arrest. 

If to these rules is added anothe> 
which has more recently been. sug- 
gested, namely, to reserve a fairly 
large area in each of the parks ax 
a playground for children accom- 
panied by their attendants, it is be- 
lieved that the result would be 
‘satisfactory. 

‘The outgoing Council, realizing 
that alterations and amendments 
to these regulations may be neces- 
‘sary from time to time in order to 
achieve the desired object, have con- 

dered it wise to leave ‘the draft- 
ing of them in their final form to 
the ineoming Council. 

I therefore bes to propose:-— 

Resolution Vi—That Jessficld 
and Hongkew Parks, the Public 
Garden, the Bund Lawns and 
Foreshore, and Quinsan Square be

If the Shanghai streets were laid 
out in straight lines and squares, 
as ix the euse in some modern cities, 
and uniform houses built on those 
streets the proposed new system 
might possibly prove of some 
advantage. However we have to 
face actual facts and the position 
is that we have in Shanghat a eon- 
glomerate collection of houses of 
different sizes and construction built 
‘on roads which have in the past been 
nid out with little regard to system, 
These roads are connected up. in 
many cases with innumerable and, 
tortuous alleyways which often 
have access from several roads. My 
‘own considered opinion is that the 
Council's present, system, while ad- 
mittedly imperfect, is'one which 
suits the needs of Shanghai as well 
as any other, 

Tam convinced that the difficulty 
of finding a house under the present 
faystem has been much exaggerated 
by those who advocate the proposed 
graduated system, Insurance 
officials and others, whose business 
makes it necessary to find houses by 
Municipal numbers, have been con- 
sulted and it is generally admitted 
that the present system is fairly 
satisfactory. 

‘To the uninitiated the question of 
house numeration may appear to bo 
a matter of small importance, but T 
assure you, gentlemen, that this is 
by mo means tho case.

BRAYSKAYA v, TOWNSEND 


In H.B.M. Supreme Court on 
Saturday before Judge G. W. King 
‘the case was heard in which Mrs, 
T. A. Bravskaya claimed damages 
from’ Mr. A. C. Townsend, for in- 
juries suffered by Birs, Bravskay 
‘when she was bitten by the de- 
fendant’s dog on February 21 last, 
‘Mr. Ivanow appeared for the plair- 
ti and Mr. A. E, Seddon for the 
defendant.

FIREMAN CHARGED WITH 
MURDER 


In I, M, Police Court last Friday 
afternoon, before Judge G. W. King, 
Nagi Sath, a British subject, em- 
ployed as fireman and trimmer on 
the str. Baron Kinnaird was charg 
ed with the murder of Ali Ahmed, 
fireman andetrimmer on the same 
vessel. 

Mr. Priestwood, Jr, appeared for 
the Crown and Mr. Tyeko Wing for 
the defence. 

In this preliminary hearing Mr. 
Priestwood called first Mr. Wood 
field, superintendant of the River 
Police. Mr, Woodficld said that 
yesterday afternoon he received a 
telephone message from the River 
Police Patrol Sergeant of the Upper 
Section and in consequence of this 
he immediately went to the Str. 
Baron Kinnaird, at the Nee Ts 
Shing Wharf, Pootung, where it was 
reported to him that one of the 
ship's firemen had been stabbed by 
another fireman, und that the ac- 
‘cused had been detained on the ship. 
He saw the body of the deceased 
ying on a hatchway and was told 
that the agent’s doctor had already 
been sent for. At the written re- 
quest of the Captain he took the 
accused into eustody, but before ac- 
tually doing this, by means of 
Mahomet Hassan, also a fireman, 
who knew English, and acted as 
interpreter, he told’ the accused he 
was being’ taken into custody for 
stabbing and causing the death of 
‘Ali Ahmed. The accused. replied, 

You can lock me up. Iam in you 
hand. Cannot do anything. Thi 
man strike me before and also tried 
to kill me.” He was taken to the 
Hongkew Police Station for deten- 
tion and the body of the deceased 
was sent to the Public Mortuary. 

Mr. J. L. Chapman, Chief 
Engineer’ of the steamer, then 
gave evidence and said that 
‘the men had signed on January 
16, 1928 in London.

FRENCH GAMBLING RAID

In_the French Mixed Court 
Inst Friday morning the three Rus- 
sians and eight Chinese, arrested 
fon the night of April 4, when the 
French Police raided a’ gambling 
resort, situated at 19 Avenue Ed 
ward VII, came up for trial.

Two of the accused, John Gin 
burger and Romaskevich Bolesoff, 
pleaded guilty to having been em- 
ployed by a Portuguese as croupiers 
at a salary of $100 a month in the 
establishment, ‘They were fined 
$150 cach by the Court,* The third 
Russian defendant, Ivan Sositzner, 
told the court that he had had no 
connection with management of the 
gambling place and had gone there 
for gambling purposes solely. 

In spite of evidence to the con- 
trary by the police, who maintanied 
that accused had been seen repeat~ 
edly giving orders to the other Ri 
sians employed, the Court dismissed 
the charge and fined Sositzner $10 
for gambling in accordance with 
Article 276 of the Chinese Criminal 
Code, ‘ 

‘The Chinese staff," who told the 
Court that they were cooks boys 
and coolies at the place and had had 
nothing to do with the gambling, 
were ench fined $15.

‘The report of the Opium Com- 
mittee was submitted to the Opium 
Conference to-day by M. Brenier, 
the French Assessor, who showed 
that the production ‘of opium in 
China during 1921-25 had increased 
to neatly 7,000 tons despite the 
monopoly over its production, 

‘Mr, Chao (China) objected to 
this statement, declaring that M. 
Brenier’s figures were imaginary. 
He denied that any Chinese law 
permits the cultivation of opium and 
Announced that he would make a 
fuller statement later. 

Mr, Brenier stated that there had 
een a formidable increase in the 
export of opium from Persia since 
1920, while Germany and France 
had ‘both increased their imports 
of opium since that time. 

He estimated the world production 
of morphine from 1921 to 1926 at 
between fifty and sixty tons, Ger- 
many and Switzerland, being the 
prineipal manufacturers. 

Signor Cavazzoni (Italy) pointed 
out that the production of morphine 
had increased 100 per cent. during 
this period. Half the total had been 
used for the manufacture of cocaine, 
the production of which was un- 
controlled. The situation, he said, 
was a terrible one. He raised the 
‘question whether the whole action 
‘of the League of Nations should 
not be modified.

Russia's Big War Debt: Budget Sacrifice: Mania for Breach of 
Promise ‘Actions: Search for a Musical Motor Horn 





FRom Our Own Congesronoent 


Paris, Mar. 8. 
‘The Chamber of Deputies presents 
f@ strange spectacle now that the 
general election, which has been 
fixed for April 22, is drawing near. 
More than three-quarters of the 
580 deputies are in their respective 
departments, looking after their 
electoral interests, and, although 
measures of considerable import- 
anee, such as the Army Service 
Bill, the Army Discipline Bill and 
the’ Old Age Pensions Bill, are 
if to be voted, the. attendance 
rately exceeds fifty and is frequent 
ly well below that figure, It eon- 
sists entirely of what are called 
“boitiers”—that is to say, repre- 
sentatives of groups who have the 
custody of their colleagues’ voting 
papers and are authorized to put 
‘thom into the urns. ‘These deputies 
sit in front of long rows of little 
black boxes containing the blue and 
white papers issued to their absent 
political friends. ‘Thus it is that 
‘the public reads in the newspapers 
about measures. being adopted by 
majorities of 200 or 200 votes, al- 
though the Chamber is nearly 
empty, save for ministers and 

officials and other slaves of duty. 
One of these Bills was a curious 
reminder of that carly period of 
the war when Russia was still a 
force on the side of the Allies, and 
France, for a time, advanced money 
to pay ‘interest on’Rossian loa 
French and even Allied holders.

Veteran Skipper of the Record-

From Ova Own 
Montreal, Canada, Mar. 1. 

The Hon. James A. Robb, Mi 
ter of Finance, has presented a 
new Budget, and in a country such 
as Canada this is the main event 
of the Parliamentary Session in 
peace-time. The attractiveness of 
the Budget to the average citizen 
lies in the fact that it provides for 
@ reduction in the income-tax, that 
ugly legacy of the war years. In 
the personal income-tax there is 
reduction of ten per cent.; as a 
corollary there is the decision that 
'$500 exemption will be allowed for 
mentally or physically incap: 
ed persons over 21 years of 
For corporations the tax is cut to 
ight per cent. In both cases the 
new ruling will be effective at one 
and the taxes which are due in 
April will be on the reduced basis. 

Provision is also made for a cut 
in the Sales Tax from four to three 
per cent. This lovy has been un- 

jopular ever since its introduction 
in 1921, and there have been mai 
attempts to evade it by clever 
manceuvres. 

The Budget is unsatisfactory, 
that there is mo statement of 1 
Railways, and 
also in that the changes in the tariff 
are merely a slight juggling of 
figures. The gross indebledness of 
the Dominion on account of the 
railways is enormous, and, as a 
result, the annual fixed charges eat 
up all the net profits, It is unlikely 
that the cost of running the system 
can be met out of its annual re- 
venue until the volume of traffic 
fs much greater; and this increase 
is not to be looked for until the 
population is doubled.

The “Red Pest” 

Last year, on the great prairies 
‘of the Western Provinces, some 
415 million bushels of wheat were 
raised. This wheat is graded 
According to standard tests, in 
order to protect the buyer ‘from 
inferior quality; it has just been 
announced that, ag far as can bo 
ascertained, only 35 per cent, of the 
total yield ‘was graded as Number 
Three Northern or better, This 
compares unfavourably with 1926, 
‘when 55 per cent, was so graded, 
The reason for this decline in 
quality may be summed up in the 
phrase “wheat rust.” Just exactly 
from where the rust that, invaded 
Canadian fields came is not known, 
Te may have come from Europa, 
and probably came by way of the 
United States, for the problem was 
felt keenly by our southern neigh+ 
ours before we appreciated it. 
‘Tho specific organism which causes 
the disease is a microscopie plant 
of parasitic nature, and its life 
cycle is somewhat complicated, 

‘Towards the production of a typo 
of wheat that will resist the rust 
number of men have directed 
their efforts, and, even as in the 
past wheats’ to withstand the cold 
climate of the northern regions 
hhavg been evolved in the laboratory, 
0 the plant pathologists now work 
ing in Winnipeg ave contidont that 
they will find what they are sock= 
ie. Since 1907 the ravages of tho 
‘Red Pest” have robbod Canadian 
farmers of about half a billion 
dollars, and the present annual 
Joss is at least 25 millions, so tht 
the results of the investigators aro 
avaited with interest by the whole 
country.

Sermon Preached in Union Church on Easter Morning, April 8,| 


1928, by the Rey. E, F. Borst-Smith 


“And they remembered His 


‘he mind of man is a strange 
and wonderful thing. In its archives 
St has ways and means of storing a 
‘vast amount of unrelated informa- 
tion that is not usually needed or 
available, but sometimes all that is 
required is one added fact in order 
to bring leaping out of their hiding- 
places numerous other and forgot- 
ten facts that have a bearing on 
St, with the result that numberless 
‘fragmentary ideas form themselves 
into. an organized scheme of 
‘thought, into one coherent and 
luminous whole, Something of that 
Kind happened within the minds of 
the early visitors to the Holy 
rpulchre on the first Easter morn- 
ing. 

Now, the words that suddenly 
Jeapt to their memory were spoken 

and at different times, but 
particularly during the weeks and 
months that immediately preceded 
the death of Jesus. In other ad- 
Aressex we have made extended ref 
erenee to forecasts of His death 
smade by Jesus at Creserea Philippi; 
and at the time of His Transfigura- 
tion; and also when He was setting 
‘out upon the last stage of the 
Journey to Jerusalem. In many of 
His parables, too, Jesus clearly 
foretold Iis death. “But nothing 
ix more cortain than that Tis disei- 
ples completely failed to understand 
these grave announcements. The 
‘words which appear to us, as clear 

8 Tanguage can make them seemed 
to make no impression whatever 
upon the first hearers. You have 
‘only to read of the things they talk- 
ed about immediately afterwards to 
‘see how complete was their mis- 
understanding. You might easily 
reach the conclusion that Jeaus had 
wasted His breath and ‘that His 
words were lost upon. them, but 
that was not the caso, for our text 
‘tells us that on Easter morning 
Something happened to bring all 
‘thore forsotten words leaping, back 
to their memory. 





























What we Know 


‘We are inclined to believe those 
‘who tell us that no ideas are ever 
completely lost. Tt is true that at 
any one time we are only conscious 
‘of the merest fraction of the things 
‘we know. All kinds of things are 
stored away in the sodowns of the 
mind of which we have no conseious 
recollection. Most of them never 
yeturn to consciousness at all, but 
ome of them do; something ‘hap- 
pens to stimulate them and they 
ome leaping to the foreground of 
the mind. Now, so far as we ean 
tell, the death of Jesus did not have 
this effect upon the disciples. When 
the-nctual tragedy which Jesus had 
#0 often foretold actually’ occurred, 
‘we might have thought that the ful- 
filment of the forceast would have 
Yecalled the forecast itself. We 
should havo expected them to say 
‘something like thie: —“This is what 
He told us would happen. His 
‘words at the time did not impress us 
and we did not believe them, but 
now we recall His frequent refer 
‘ences to a cross and His evident 
desire to ptepare us.” But the 
crops did not have that effcet upon 
them. For them it was a relieved 
darkness; it contained no plan and, 
Answered no purposes: it was an 
nittér frustration of all their hopes: 
it Spelt complete chaos. Tt is be- 
‘ond the power of words to describe 
‘the black darkness that filled the 
minds of the friends of Fests on the 
two nights that followed the Crue 
fixion.

them together. If this is God's 





universe, then it is unthinkable that 
the forces of evil should ultimately 
prevail. Many of us eannot accept 
certain of the implications of Cal- 
nism that were believed by our 
fathers, but was not this the central 
faith that lay behind Calvinism. 
that God must Peign, that His 
y is assured, that all the forces 
arrayed against Him must he de 
feated. Now that faith 
through all the words and works of 
Jesus. He never doubied the final 
triumph of God. Tt did not matter’ 
how black the immediate prospect 
was, He was alwass. serenely con- 
fident, and that faith in the final 
vietory of God demanded for its 
vindication His own 
dead.

If any of the disciples had kept 
a diary of the sayings of Jesus at 
the time of their utterance it is safe 
to say that the predictions of His 
impending death would not have 
found a place in its pages. for they 
did not make a deep enough impres- 
jon but things look very different 
in retrospect. It is the goal that 
justifies the journey. It is the end 
‘that explains the means. It is the 
result that vindieates the process. 
Tt was the empty grave that solved 
the mystery of life to the friends 
of Jesus, and the explanation was 
in their possession before they set 
‘out to state the problem, So the 
Resurrection shed its light back- 
wards and lit up the past. 

‘The Easter Message 

That is not all. Tt easts its rays 
forward as well. The Easter mes- 
sage is that death has been con- 
quered and that therefore the grave 
isnot a terminus. Jesus had already. 
told His friends who had linked 
their interests with His that His 
victory implied theirs. “Because T 
ive, ye shall live also." “Father I 
will that they also whom Thou hast 
given Me be with Me where I am, 
that they may beholg My glory.”
